WHAT WAS DONE ON OPENING DAY.

For the third time have the people of 
Atlanta turned ont to participate in the 
formal opening of a Piedmont Exposition, 
and, as in 1887 and 1889, Opening Day was 
@ grand success. : 

A splendid day it was in every respect—- 
splendid weather, a splendid procession, 
splendid exercises which may have 
pléased the exposition managers most, a 


and, 


splendid crowd. ie 

The scene at the grounds was an inspir- 
ing one. With the possible exception of 
Machinery hall, the exhibits are more 
nearly complete than on any previous 
opening day, and everywhere evidences 
were pientifal that the exposition was on 
in full blast. There were none of the draw- 
backs that were experienced in the early 
davs of tho first two expositions, and cer- 
tainly the directors have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves upon the success of 
their work. 

The opening address was made to a grand 
stand filled with people, all of whom gave 
ample evidence of their appreciation. Par- 
ticuiarly well received was the eloquent 
speech of John Temple Graves, Georgia’s 
gifted orator, and all the hearty applause 
which his beautiful words evoked was 
therovghly deserved. 

It was a grand day—without a flaw. 

The exposition is the thing.

The Soldier Boys in Line. 

The military display was one of the finest 
ever seen in the south. 

And it was a grand feature of the day. 

The line of march was formed on Marietta 
streot, between Peachtree and Cone, and be- 
fore the troops began to move four blocks were

Long before the procession formed, the 
strect from Peachtree to the old capitol build- 
ing was crowded with people. Both side-

Vien the procession was formed it marched 
up Marictta street to Cone, and then counter- 
marched down the street and out Peachtree to 
the grounds. 

The military post band came first and made 
@ fine show. 

Then came the United States troops, four 

companies, in regulation uniform. 
Following the United Statestroops was the 
police battalion under Chief Connolly. There 
were four companies of twenty men each fully 
armed and uniformed and thoroughly up to 
the standard. 

The Zouave band, in their bright uniforms, 
came next. 

Colonel Calhoun and his staff followed the 
Zouave band. Thecolonel came first and be- 
hind him rede his staff: A. P. Woodward, 
Arnold Broyles, Dr. N. G. Harris, Harvey 
Johnson, Eugene Hardeman. 

The Atlanta Zouaves in fatigue uniform, 
thirty strong, commanded by Captain Hollis, 
cane immediately after the commanding 
ollicers. The company moved like vets. 

The Gate City Guard never looked better or 
moved steadier than they did following the 
Zouaves. Forty strong, and commanded by 
Lieutenant Ben Goldsmith, the boys moved 


with and ease and precision which delighted ~ 


all who saw them—and that was thousands. 

Behind the Guards came the Atlanta Rifles, 
the prize winners of the world. Captain 
Spencer led the boys through the. march as suc- 
cessfully as he led them through tho many 
prizedrills. The boys moved with all the 
grace imaginable. 

The Fourth Georgia Battalion drum corps 
come next and was much admired. 

The Grady Cadets, thirty-eight men in line, 
commanded by Captain Lyman Hall, took 
everything by storm as the company moved. 
No company in the line made a finer appear- 
ance or inmoved with greater precision. The 
great feature m the line was the new, mag- 
nificent banner the company carried. That 
banner, the regulation United States flag, was 
a present to the company = and 
given to the breezes for the firsf<ime yester- 
day. The flag was presented the company by 
Tue ConstiruTion, and the presentation 
speech: was made by Hon. W. A. Hemp- 
hill. 

The Gordon School Cadets came after the 
Grady’s, and no asmpany created a finer im- 
pression. Under command of Captain Ktndrick, 
instructor of military tactics of the academ 
and a member of Colonel Calhoun’s staff, and, 
it may be added, one of the best 
soldiers in the south, the boys worked 
like veterans. Half of them were yet 
in knickerbockers but that did not 
work against them. Infact it was in their 
favor. Their movements were faultless, and 
reflected great credit upon Captain Kendrick. 

Captain Miller, with the Governor's Horse 
Guard, forty strong, followed the Gordons. 

The company presented that same magnifi- 
tent appearance which seems to be its almost 
excinsive right. 

The Atlanta Artillery, with four pieces and 
sixty men, closed the line. The men were out 
for the first time im their new uniform of grey, 
and made beyond a doubt the finest appear- 
ance in the line. They rode well, looked well 
and worked well, and Captain Forbes has a 
right to be proud of them. 

Over all this Colonel Milledge was sn- 
peely happy as he rode gallantly in the 

ront. 

All out Peachtree the line of march was ad- 
mired, and the many ladies lining the side- 
Walks compensated the soldier boys for their 
lony walk. 

At the Grand Stand. 

When the parade had drawn up in line 
fround the race track and the soldiers had 
been put at place rest, thespeakers of the day, 
Mayor John T. Glenn with Hon. John 
Temple Graves, and President J. R. Wylie 
With Senator A. H. Colquitt, were escorted 
down the main aisle of the grand stand, and 
were seated on the speakers stand with the 
full board of exposition directors. 

At this moment the Atlanta Artillery began 


firing off their mammoth canon on the eastern 
side of the grounds and continued their thun- 
dering until the long line of soldiers had 


passed in front of the grand stand and off the 
track.

When the roar of artillery andthe din of 
brass bands had died away with vibrating 
echo, and stillness settled over the great 
throng in tho grand stand, Mayor Glenn, the 
master of ceremonies, arose and announced 
that the exercises would be opened with 
prayer by Rev. J. W. Lee. 

Dr. Lee, in a most appropriate way, prayed 
that the biessings of heaven might rest on the 
purposes of the great exposition. 

MAYOR GLENN SPEAKS. 

When hie had concluded, Mayor Glenn took 
the stand again and said: 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentiemen: It must 
be very gratitiying and encouraging to the officers 
ofthe Piedmont Exposition Company to greet 
this large audience on this the opening day, and in 
behalf of the city of Atlanta I desire to express to 
President James Wylie, and the officers who 
have assisted him, the appreciation of our people 
for the snueceseful manner in which they have 
organized and prepared for this exposition. 

hile it is not expected that I should make a 
speech today, yet I cannot resist giving utterance 
toa thought which I know exists in every breast 
here,and it a sad thought, for it is euggested 
by the absence from this platform of a fami'iar 
form which we all admiredand loved. This expo- 
sition was the inspiration of Henry W. Grady. 
[Applause.) His brain conceivedit. and his genius 
and his wonderful energy executed the eoncep- 
tion. Wemiss him today as we have missed him 
all during the days of our preparations, and we 
will always miss him whenever genius, energy and 
enthusiasm are n¢eded in public saose od Bg But 
Ihave said more than Thad intended. We have 
two gentlemen with us who are to deliver the ad- 
dresses upon this oecasion. The first is so well 
known to the people of Georgia and has served 
them so long and so ably in public pogitions that 
an Introduction is scarcely necessary. 

Merely as a matter of form I now introduce to 
you the Hon. Alfred H. Colquitt, United States 
senator from Georgia. [Applause.] 

SENATOR COLQUITT’S SPEECH. 

Senator Colquitt arose, amid much applause, 
and said; ‘‘Ladies and Gentlemen: To be 
announced for an address is a formal and a 
solemn declaration. An address carries with 
it the idea of deliberation, of system, and divis- 
ion of the subjects to be discussed. What 
shall be the theme of this occasion ? 

This day is said to be Atlanta’s day. Per- 
haps I might well proceed to pronounce a 
great eulogium on the city of Atlanta, but I 
shall not, because it would be needless to 
extol this great and glorious city, which is 
known the world over for being the most per- 
sistent, irrepressible and resisting city in the 
sunny south. 

‘After a long absence from home I had con- 
templated a few days of recreation, when I 


returned tomy suburban residence, but that 


was not permitted. It was not Atlanta’s 
way. 

“The days have gy reo by the 
newspapers since the eX®osition has been 
talked of, dating to the opening day. That 
day has come through the gates of the morn- 
ing, bearing on its shoulders sheafs of wheat 
and shocks of corn brought from the smiling 
fields of this great suuthland. These have 
been arranged and distributed in these halls 
and await the adr your approving 
eyes. The agricultura alth of the land is 
here, and the hidden treasures of the earth are 
brought out to the light of heaven and placed 
in gorgeous array in the mineral displays like 
the myriads of diamonds that deck the skies 
at night. 

“You have been accustomed, ladies and 
gentlemen, on former occasidns like this, to 
have great statesmen brought from distant 
states to address you,and while you have no 
such monarch of wisdom and eloquence before 
you in my person, I want to say that here on 
this ground are kings far greater than these. 
I refer to king cotton, king corn, ete. fAp- 
plause.}| I congratulate the president and 
board of directors andthe people of Atlanta 
on this day’s. business. Here are the evi- 
dences of the south’s great growth, in very 
truth. 

‘But I ought, perhaps, to make somo state- 
ments about matters in which I have partici- 
pated and seen handled for the past year. I 
have too much regard for your comfort to in- 
trude too far with such adiscourse. Here at 
this season of happiness and joy, and this 
hour of salutation, it would be out of place to 
make a political speech. And yet, amid all 
this revelry, there are sad hearts here today at 
the thought that the genial face and cheerful 
heart of Henry W. Grady from us has gone 
forever. [Applause.] 

“But there are perils confronting us today 
that are appalling. You all know what they 
are. ‘The conflict between capital and labor— 
and I mean consolidated money when I say 
capital—is the great political problem that 
clouds the south. Money is a power on earth, 
and can give joy and luxury to men when 
wisely used, but there is danger in incorpo- 
rated wealth. [Applanse.] Then it is that 
money is the most insidious factor in national 
history. 

“Tt controls legislatures, and enters largely 
into the control of shaping jaws for the nation. 
The people must assert their rule over this 
great power, and doit with democratic methods. 
And again, we,in this, heaven-blessed section 
stand subject to the bitter feeling of party 
spirit. God grant that the people of this sec- 
tion may never have to repeat their past ex- 
perience when the serfs of ignorance and 
hatred misled the great purpose of the govern- 
ment of our fathers. But I know the people 
of this land, and I know that resistance to 
party feeling is deep and settled in their hearts. 
And I know the people of the north, and there 
I know that the hearts of the truest and best 
citizens throb with a kind feeling for this 
southland: They stand ready to shake hands 
with youand with me, and forget all past 
differences. There is a brighter day dawning 
to make us a brighter and a happier people. 
Standing upon the dizzy heights of Lookout 
mountain, I have watched the clouds that 
covered the earth below, and I have seen the 
great king of day rise in his splendor, the 
clouds shrink back like an army stricken 
with fear. And then the binds sing sweetly, 
the rural shades below glisten with sparkling 
dew and the earth smilein the glorious sun- 
shine. 

And while that day beams on this blessed 
land, dispelling the clouds that have shrouded 
it, my especial prayer is, God bless our sunny 
southland. [Applause.] 

INTRODUCING COLONEL GRAVES. 

When Senator Colquitt had concluded, 
Mayor Glenn said: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: Ibhavethe pleasure of 
presenting another distinguished son of Georgia 
who, though not oldin years or large in size, is 
well known to the people of this state,for his gifted 
pen and his eloquent tongue have carried his 
name farand wide as onc of the leaders or the 
young south. 

" | now introduce the Hon. John Temple Graves 
the orator of Georgia. 
Graves’ Speech. 


Mr. Graves advanced to the front of the 
speaker’s stand amid a storm of applause from 
the grand stand and with a brisk October 
breeze blowing full in his face. He said: 

Mr. President and Fellow Citizens: It is wind 
against wind today, and I confess that thé infant 
industry in my lungs is notable to compete with 
the stalwart breezes of North Georgia or make 
issue with the happy monopoly that sits protected 
from wind and sun under the shelter of the stand. 

My distinguished fricnd, the mayor of Atlanta, 
has taken advantage of his power and prestige 
here, to deliver a delicate thrust at my physical

The statement bears sunshine in its wake. It 

roves that there is no standing stillin Georgia. 

nthe great race of induetrial development to 
which her loins have been girded there is no 
apathy nor fixture while achievement is before 
her or life abides inthe imperial commonwealth. 
Death only is immovable in this life, and life it- 
self, whether of nations or of men, isa perpetual 
process of progress and supply. When you have 
yut around Georgia that which will impede her 
urther progress, you will have. put her shroud 
about her. She is alive today and stirring witha 
scorn of pessimism anda sharp rebuke to cow- 
ardice and languor. She holds in her gallant 
struggle the creed that there is nothing 80 hateful 
in life as death, and, among a veople, nothing 380 
terrible as dead men who walk about and do not 
know that they are dead. 

The battle of our energies isin its prime. The 
splendid status of today is only the progress and 
present culmination of that grand struggle of re-. 
cuperation and improvement which has had no 
equal or proximate paralleclamong the nations of 
the world. The history of the south has been an 
epic of commerce—an industrial romance in which 
ber hero spirit has drivem’ blood and chivalry as 
inspiration to the heart, and wrapped endeavor 
in the grandeur of practical achievement. 

@in the honest experiment of secession she 
emptied five billions of her treasure, and faced 
this appalling loss when she bent bravely over the 
ashes to lay the foundation of another life. If 
every manufacturing establishment standing at 
that time between Maine and the Maryland line 
had been suddenly swept away, the north would 
not have suffered one-half the ruin written in 
these mighty figures. Out of this abyss of finan- 
cial despair the south has fought her way through 
diligence and courage into a magnificent prosper- 
ity. Her cotton crop ef today is twice as large as 
it was in 1880, and furnishes three-quarters of all 
the world requires, 
mills has doubled, her loems and 
have been trebled, and since i 
$8,000,000,000 have come to _ pay for 
the white staple of her fields. Her income from 
cotton now is 300,000,000, and in the approaching 
and inevitable time when her staple shall be man- 
ufactured in the fields of production, with stalk 
and seed and blossom splintering into diamond 
values, this resource alone wll furnish one thou- 
sand millions a year to its working capital. Her 
great Iron product, the new glory of her soil, has 
been quadrupled, and $20,00),000 pinned annually 
to her treasury in return. Her property has mul- 
tiplied fivefold in’ value, and three thou- 
sand millions marks the measure of its 
mighty imecrease. She has plussed her wheat. 
product, trebled her corn crop, doubled the mile- 
age of her railroads, multiplied her banking cep- 
ital, paid the great bulk of the rapidly-decreasing 
debts of her states, and with untoid riches in her 
soil and elixir unspoken in her incomparable air, 
she is moving through safe channels with cheer- 
ful footsteps to a future of certain and inconceiy- 
able development, planted in industry and lit by 
the dazzimg multiples of mightier millions than 
ever splendored the dreams of eastern luxury. 
And this mighty work has been wroucht by the 
forces that are native to hersoil. With the very 
heartiest acknowledgement of every helpful 
hand that has been stretched out to our develop- 
ment, and with cordial and loving care for those 
mre built their homes and planted their 
capfal among our valleys and our hills, we take 
it to our hearts as history brimming with inspira- 7 
tion that our prosperity has been chiefly builded 
by the same hands that beat their broken bayo- 
nets into plowshares some twenty yearsaco. The 
giant transpottation systems whose vast interests’. 
wrap the south are held in hand by two Georgians 
whose jomt ages would not reach the ‘‘three- 
score years and ten.”” I have it on authority that 
the most extensive business in dry goods to be 
found between New Orleans and New York is 
manned by a young Atlantian not yet turned of 
thirty. Nine-tenths of all the business enter- 
rises and nineteen-twentieths of all the swell- 
ng fortunes of the south are ruled by southern 
men. Ripe investigation has builded a grateful 
tribute to the surpassing genius of people who 
have done the lion’s share of this colossal work, 
and demonstrated, in necessity and trial, an 
executive capacity which makes them in any 
sphere of life peer to the highest progressive 
energy inthe world. Mr. President, the arms of 
the south are wide stretched with hospitality. 
Welcome glows kindly and genuine in her hope- 
ful eyes, and the latchstring dangles easy in the 
breeze which sweeps her border. There is room 
for the thrifty, and a greeting unmixed with self- 
ishness for every honest man who seeks her citi- 
zenship. Butthe south asks no favors that she 
cannot richly recompense. She has more to give 
than she can receive, She is richer in achieve- 
ment than in need, nobler in opportunity than in 
necessity, and with gratitude to God, the govern- 
mentand her friends, confident in the strength of 
her people, satisfied in her industrial record, with 
conscious power in her bosom and dignity in her 
bidding, she does not hesitate to say that as she 
has prospered in the past she will prosper in the 
future, with or without the help of the world. 

And so we plant the bauner of essential manli- 
ness above this camp of our industrial progress, 
and while we glory in the grace that has been 
given our brains to plan, and our right arms to 
fashion our fortunes, we sav again that our hearts 
throbtoall the sections the same old southern 
welcome that war has not blasted and prosperity 
shall not despoil. 

We are stronger in peace than weever were in 
war. Weare mightier in industry than we were 
with hostilearms. We have learned in the future 
to meet all antagonisms to our development and 
peace with the plowshare and thescythe, and from 
these honest and healthful and heaven-biessed 
weapons, to turn a braver victory than our heroes 
bore in battle on the point of their stainless 
swords. 

The genius jof the age is practical develop- 
ment, and the strength and stay of the south is the 
massed exhibit of its power here. Here is our an- 
swer to the million hearts of the country who are 
with us—that in our industry and our honest 
achievement we are worthy the fraternal 
sympathy and the respectiul friendship of the 
republic. 

And here, please God, is vur undaunted answer 
tothe partisan few who hate us, and would 
strangle usin the- grasp of revolutionary force. 
Here where Atlanta, sitting fair and beautiful as 
the beautiful voice of southern sentiment and the 
generous exponent of southern policies, has gath- 
ered in her ample limits a battle array of the new 
and nobler forces of the south, making majestic 
protest against political rancor, and in resuurces 
too mighty to be slighted and achievements too 
lofty to be ignored, turning all ruder boycott into 
the matchless appeal which rests in tranquil 
peace on toil-worn and well deserved prosperity. 

At the close of his speech, Mr. Graves re- 
ceived a stirring ovation. It was several 
minutes before the echoes of applause died 
away over the grand stand, and Mr. Graves 
was kept on the platform sometime after- 
wards shaking the hands of his many friends 
who offered them int token of profound con- 
gratulations and cordiality. 

Every speech Mr, Graves makes, brings ad- 
ditional lustre to his name as the orator of the 
south and wins the golden mede of praise from 
every lip. 

His apeec? yesterday was universally pro- 
nounced to be one of the happiest and most 
appropriate he has ever made. 

Touching the Button. 


Mayor Glenn took the stand and said: 

‘We have now reached that part of the pro- 
gramme which provides for starting the ma- 
chinery and formally opening the Piedmont 
exposition of 1890. The duty has been as- 
signed me of pressing the electric button 
which ae in motion the entire machinery. 
With the hope that the success of this exposi- 
tion will equal its merits I press the button, 
and now declare the Piedmont exposition of 
1890 open to the public.” 

With this Mayor Glenn touched the button, 
and the great enginein the machinery hall 
moved off, obedient to his command. The 
exposition was ablaze with life.

TO SUPPORT HASKELL. 


Resolutions Passed by a Gathering of- Ne- 
groes ip Columbia. 

CoLtumsia, 8. C., October 15.—[Special.]—A 
convention, composed of about 150 negro re- 
publicansomet in the hall of representatives 
herg tonight. The object of the convention 
was to discuss the present political situation in 
South Carolina, and to take such action as 
might seem best. The principal question was 
whether or not the body would endorse the 
Haskell movement. Such an endorsement 
was opposed by some of the delegates, who 
preferred not taking skies, but the majority 
was against a “neutral position. In 
advocacy of endorsing Haskell, a number 
of speeches were made by prominent colored 
republicans. During the course of these 
speeches it was declared that the idea of the 
negroes wishing to govern South Carolina was 
ridiculous. They did not wish it, and would 
not have such a state of things. The whites 
owned the land, did the business and paid the 
taxes, and it wasfor them to govern. The 
negroes would not have a return of the 
government prior to ‘76. Their leaders 
at that time disgraced their race. All 
they asked for, and all they wished wasa 
minority representation on the floor of the 
house of representatives, so that the feelings 
and opinions of their race could be expressed. 
Judge Haskell and his party~ had made no ad- 
vances to them, and had promised ‘them 
nothing, but they had declared themselves as 
standing on the platform that Wade Hampten 
stumped the stateon in ‘76. That platiorm 
had not been carried out by Hampton’s 
successors, but it was enough for the 
necroes, and without leaning to 
democracy they could support any party stand- 
ing on Hampton’s platform. . Aside from this, 
if they were governed by white men, they 
wished to have the best blood in the land as 
the chief magistrate. It had been said that 
Tillman had been commissioned to murder 
negroes at Cainhoy and Hamburgin ’76. He 
declared now that if negroes voted for Haskell, 
they would do so at the risk of their lives. 
They were willing to take the risk. 

Each speaker declared his intention of sup- 
porting Haskell’s ticket, and the convention 
passed a resolution endorsing that ticket.

She Swallowed Poison and He Shot Him- 
self to Death. 


PertH Ampoy, October 15.—The residents 
of Perth Amboy are horrified over a double 
suicide and supposed murder which occurred 
here today. For some time Goder Showdash 
and his wife have lived most unhappily to- 
gether, quarrels being frequent between them, 
on account of the husband charging the wife 
with infidelity. The accusation seems to have 
been utterly groundless, and Mrs. Showdash 
resented bitterly. 

Yesterday Showdash reproached his wife 
again with her infidelity, and the quarrel that 
followed between them was more than usually 
bitter. After Showdash left his home to go to 
work this morning, his wife soaked the heads 
of a quantity of matches in water and swal- 
lowed the poisoned liquid. Her moans at- 
tracted the attention of neighbors and medical 
assistance was speedily summoned, but a!] 
efforts tosave the woman’s life were unavailing, 
and she died in great agony. 

When Showdash reached his house 
his wife was dead. Stricken with remorse at 
the awful result of their quarrel, he procured 
a revolver and shot and killed himself. 
During the excitement produced by the trag- 
edy, the young babe of the ee was for- 
gotten, but when people in the house had re- 
covered from their first terror, the child was 
sought for. To their horror it also was found 
to be dead, and although it is not yet known

TRE LELAND HOUSE IN ASHES. 


Syracuse, N. Y., October 16.—What proved 
to be the most disastrous fire that has visited 
Syracuse for many years, was discoveredin the 
Leland hotel, at 12:30 o’clock this morning. 
It is now 2 o'clock, and the fire is still burning 
fiercely, although the entire department, con- 
Bisting of nine engines, are working hard to 
save further loss of life and limb. 

TWENTY-FIVE LIVES LOST. 

An eye-witness of the fire says it is positive 
that at least twenty-five persons have lost 
their lives, and many more have been more or 
less injured.

JUMPED FROM THE WINDOWS. 

Frank Carey, of Glen’s Falls, N. Y., has 
been identitied as one of those that were burned 
to death. Many lives were lost caused by 
people crazed with fright jumping from the 
windows, 

One man says he saw six people 
jump from different windows on the 
Fayette street side of the building within the 
space of four minutes and the sight sickened 
him with its horror and he was compelled to 
leave the spot. The building was provided 
with both iron fire escapes on the outside and 
ropes on the inside, which were the means of 
Saving many lives. 

SOME NARROW ESCAPES. 

surnet Forbes, a stock broker, of this city, 
escaped into the street almost entirely 
naked. He was slightly injured 
about the hands. He loses a_ gold 
Watch valued at $500 and all his clothing. 

One woman was found with a nursing babe 
in her arins, crouched in a stairway where she 
had been overcome by the smoke. She was 
removed by the firemen, but has not yet re- 
gaired consciousness, and it is impossible to 
say what her name or experience was. 

THE BUILDING A TOTAL LOSS.

AN ACTRESS INJURED. 

Among those injured was Cora Tanner, an 
actress, who was severely burned about the 
head and feet. She was playing an engage- 
ment atthe Grand opera house and hada 
room at the hotel.

LOCKED IN EACH OTHER’S ARMS. 

At1:12 o’clock a. m.,a man and woman 
were seen locked in each other’s arms in a 
window on the fifth fioor at the northeast cor- 
ner of the building. Below them was a perfect 
sea of fiames. There was no _ possi- 
bility of escape except by the window, 
which was open to them, and 
that seemed inevitable death. No assistance 
could reach them. The woman seemed to be 
anxious to jump, but her husband was earnestly 
entreating her to desist. The crowd’ below 
waited with bated breath. The woman 
made one last effort to jump, 
was restrained by her husband and the cry of 
the crowd signalled the awful end that must 
have befell them, as they fell backward into 
the room which, was a mass of flames, 

THE CRIES FOR HELP. 

The hotel is still burning. The guard lines, 
stretched across the streets, are inadequate to 
keep back the surging crowds of people that 
are packedin the streets leading to the hotel, 
and polié are siationed all around the build- 
ing. The scenes and incidents connected with 
the rescue of inmates are heartrending in the 
extreme. ‘ 

The cries of woméh standing in the upper 
windows and ofthe excited crowd below are 
deafoning, and added tothis the constant roar 
of many tire engines, created a babel of contu- 
sion and panicky excitement in and around 
the hotel. 

The vigorous efforts of newspaper men to 
obtain a list of the dead, thus far have met 
With little snecess. 

The frightful shrieks of the guests and the 
crackle of the flames could be heard for blocks 
away. The building burned so rapidly that 
anost of the people on tho upper floors were 
obliged to use the fire escapes or jump for thein 
lives. 

THE FIREMEN POWERLESS, 

One woman appeared at a window ina room 
on the north side of the building witha baby 
inherarms. Her pitiful cries for help were 
heard until the flames gathered around her. 
The firemen tried in vain to raise a ladder on 
this side of the building. 

The woman was told to throw ont a rope 
or jump from the window. She threw out a 
ropo and as she was climbing out of the 
window the flames enveloped her and she fell 
back into the building and perished.

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| MILLER'S VAGANT SEAT. 


THE CONTESY FOR IT ALREADY BE- 
GINNING. 


JUDGE GRESHAM LIKELY TO GET IT 


Because He Is in the President’s Way in 
Indiana, and His Nomination Would 
Take Him Cut of State Politics. 


WasHinaton, October 15.—[Special.J—The 
quid nunes have already begun to discuss the 
question of Justice Miller’s successor, al- 
though the distinguished jurist has not been 
buried. 

Attorney Genera! Miller is, of course, spoken 
of. But the fact that Senator Edmunds, dur- 
ing the speculation incident to the appoint- 
ment of Stanley Matthew’s successor, an- 
nounced very distinctly that he would prevent 
Miller’s confirmation, takes him out of the 
list of eligibles. The prevailing 
opinion. is that there is only one man 
for President Harrison to appoint, and that 
mantwas Mr. Harrison’s rival for the Indiana 
support before the Chicago convention, and is 
now thefnan who is marshaling the clans of op- 
position to the president in his native state. 

JUDGE GRESHAM THE MAN. 

That man is Judge Walter Q. Gresham, of 
the circuit court of Indiana. The political 
situation in Indiana demands the application 
of heroic remedies, Those of the Hoosier repub- 
licans who are not apathetic are openly hostile 
to Harrison, and the Indiana republicans say 
that with the present feeling existent, the 
president could not be elected constable in 
Indianapolis, much less secure the support of 
the state delegation for another term. At the 
recent state convention it required the most 
assidious labor of the handful of republicans 
who still pin their faith to the present occu- 
pant of the white house to secure for him even 
a qualified endorsement. The opposition to 
Harrison manifestly rallied about Judge 
Gresham. Ii is now urged that Harrison could 
not only rid himself of his most formidable po- 
litical enemy by appointing him, but that he 
would be conciliating that gentleman’s fol- 
lowers by so doing and go far toward closing 
the tissure that has splitHoosier republicanism 
up the back. 

HARRISON IS TOO SMALL. 

But, in spite of the policy of appointing 
Gresham, it is doubtful whether a man of Ben 
Harrison’s calibre, whose eyes are always 
turned inward, could lift himself long enough 
out of his chronic state of. self-cantemplation 
to decide upon & man who was persona non 
grata, even though his appointment would 
subserve his own selfish ends eventually. The 
trouble with Harrison has always been that he 
cannot grasp a situation that he cannot view 
without the aid of field glasses. 

THE CENSUS REPORT. 

An official of the census office who aided in 
the preparation of the figures for the Dunnell 
reapportionment bill which the republicans 
will pass early in December, said today: 

‘*The Dunnell bill will be passed without a 
change. Itis the best that can be made for 
the interest of the republican party, and with it 
the republicans are almnst certain to hold the 
executive for ten years more.

THRILLING &TORY OF THE SEA. ? 


How Four Seamen Were Rescued From 
Wreck. 

New Gurascow, N. &, October 15.—A 
thrilling story isthagt of the resene of four 
men who remained on the wreck of the bark 
Melmerby, st¥anded at Little Harbor, while on 
voyage ftom Quebec for Greenock, with 
lumber, and from which the captain, first and 
second officers and twelve men were drowned. 
All day Monday a crowd stood on the beach 
watching the poor unfortunates on the crum- 
bling wreck, but the spectators were powerless 
to effect or even attempt a rescue, so wild was 
the sea, and night settled down without any 
abatement of the terrific storm. Two men re- 
mained on shore and occasionally moved 
lanterns to show the shipwrecked men that 
they were not forgotten. 

When morning dawned Tuesday an immense 
concouse assembled, but it was noon before it 
was considered at all possible to make 
an attempt at rescue. Then a boat was 
launched, manned by ® volunteer 
crew consisting of Captain P. Graham, David 
Frazer, Mr. Williams, Dr. McLeon, of New 
Glasgow ; James Moglashon, of Beg Island, 
and A. Deseconconzman. The brave fellows 
fought a terribie battle with the waves, but 
eventually reached the wreck, when a mighty 
cheer went up from anxious watchers on the 
shore. One by one the exhausted and be- 
numbed ship-wrecked men were lowered into 
the boat, and after asecond desperate battle 
with the waves, were seer safely to land. 

The work was facilitated by a liberal use of 
oil. Twoof the rescued men were sick, and 
one had his shoulder broken. The rescned 
men were Seamen Kane and Evans, and the 
steward and captain of the schooner, who went 
to supply the bark with provisions, and were 
unazble to regain their own vessel. The strained 
Melmerby is fast breaking up.

AN ACCOUNT OF THEIR ESCAPE 


Written by Mr. O’Brien Himself—Saluting 
Government Vessels as They Passed— 
Arrival at Cherbourg. 


TirrpERARy, October 15.—During the pro- 
ceedings in court here today, Mr. Heatly, one 
of the counsel for the defendants in the con- 
spiracy case was handed a telegram. Tear- 


ing the envelop open he found it contained’ 


a dispatch from Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien 
announcing their safe arrival at Cherbourg, 
France, today. The utmost reticence was 
maintained among the nationalists as to the 
manner in which Dillon and O’Brien eluded 
the vigilence of the police and effected their 
escape from the country. It isthe intention 
of the government to endeavor to learn who 
aided them to escape and if their accomplices 
are discovered they will be criminally prose- 
cuted. 
MR. O’BRIEN TELLS THE STORY. 

The United Ireland prints an account of the 
escape of Dillon and O’Brien, written by Mr. 
O’Brien himself. Mr. O’Brien says: 

‘‘We rowed from Dalkey, Wednesday mid- 
night, to a yacht lying two milesjoff shore ; not 
an enemy in sight. The next morning found 
us ninety miles away toward the Welch coast. 
Friday and Saturday we layin a dead calm. 
On Sunday morning we rounded Land's End, 
when the wind again died away, and we were 
forced to lie all day in the brilliant sunshine 
within two miles of shore. 

SPOKE AS THEY PASSED BY. 

“A Trinity house cutter passed’quite close to 
us and the crew of the royal Adelaide, off 
Falmouth, actually exchanged greetings with 
our sailors. A Dublin steamer also passed 
close to us. A heavy fog buried us from sight 
Sunday night. Four steamers were blowing 
fog horns around us during the night. We 
cleared the Lizard in the morning and darted 
across for the French coast to out-trick the 
British shipping. 

‘‘We were becalmed again on Monday and 
were obliged to beat up the channel. A brisk 
gale sprang up on. Monday night in which the 
yacht ce A | magnificently. While passing 
Guernsey, after midnight, we were appa- 
rently pursued by a revenue cutter, which, how- 
ever, was unable to weather the gale, and 
abandoned the chase. 

SAFE IN FRANCE, 

‘In the morning we were running before 
the wind for Cherbourg, where we landed at 
11 o’clock. We had reached our last day’s 
snpply of fresh water. All arrangements 
worked perfectly, thanks to a prominent Dub- 
lin citizen who superintended them, and we 
had unparalled good luck.”

KELLEY SUSPENDED 


BECAUSE HE FLEW IN THE FACE 
OF HIS BISHOP. 


A RATHER ONE-SIDED PROCEEDING. 


Entire Committee Opposed to Dr. Kelley— 
He Will Appeal to the General Confer- 
ence, but Must Wait Four Years. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 15.—[Special.] 
The case of the. Methodist Episcopal church 
south, vs. Rey. David C. Kelley, D.D., was 
settled today, so far as the Tennessee con- 
ference if concerned, Dr. Kelley being sus- 
pended from the ministry for six months. 

The conference, which non-concurred the 
other day in the report of the first committee 
of investigation, bya vote of 116 to 25, is 
not allowed to vote on the adoption or re- 
jection of a report from a committee of trial. 
The conference is overwhelmingly in favor of 
Dr. Kelley, but, nevertheless, his lips are 
officially closed until April next. 

DR. KELLEY WILL APPEAL. 

- Dr. Kelley will take an appeal to the next 
general conference, before which all the evi- 
dence for and against him, the rulings 
of Bishop Hargrove, the appeals from these 
rulings and the various protests made in open 
conference and adopted by that body, will be 
laid. The general conference will meet four 
years hence. 

The committee of trial was in session until 2 
o'clock this morning. 

After the bishop had read his reply to the 
protest offered by Dr. Kelley, the report of the 
committee was presented tothe conference. 


The report, signed by twelve out of the thir- 


teen members, simply stated that the commit- | 


tee had, after careful and prayerful investiga- 
tion, found the specification and charge sus- 
tained, but in view of mitigating circum- 
stances, had fixed the penalty at suspension 
from all ministerial functions for six months. 

The conference received the report in 

silence. 
THE CHARGE AGAINST HIM. 

Dr. Kelley, it will be remembered, was 
charged with having abandoned his pastorate 
at Gallatin after he had been nominated for 
governor by the state prohibition convention. 
Speaking to the conference today of the pro- 
test against his rulings, Bishop Hargrove read 
the church law, showing that only a minority 
was allowed to protest. He said he had 
allowed the potest to go on record that the 
strength of the sentiment against which he 
had to pronounce his rulings, might be known. 
He had the consciousness of having sought to 
do his duty as an officer and a servant of God. 
Bishop Hargrove’s reply to Dr. 
Kelley’s protest was made a part of 
the record of the conference. 

When the committee of trial met to try the 
Kelley case, the chairman refused to admit the 
the public, reporters or Dr. Kelley’s private 
stenographer. The en{re afternoon wass pent 
in completing the committee. Dr. Kelley ex- 
hausted his five peremptory challenges, and 
challenged one man for cause. The latter 
was, however, overruled by the chair. The 
effort of the defense was to secure, if possible, 
a representation on the committee in propor- 
tion to the vote of 116 to 25. Every time a 
man was removed, however, his place was 
filled by another of the same sentiment, who 
had yoted on Monday to non-concur in the 
report of the committee of investigation 
which stated that a trial was necessary. 


The first man offered by the bishop to supply 
a vacancy on the committee was W.G. Dogris, 


the main witness of the prosecution.

Aro the Leaders Asleep? 

The extreme democratic apathy to which 
we have frequently called attention in these 
columns of late seems to have attracted 
attention ali over the country. We 
believe it has never had a parallel on the 
verge of a campaign so important to the 
people and so vita) to the interests of the 
south. 

What excuse there is for it we do not 
know; on that point the democratic leaders 
are dumb; but the fact remains that in the 
north and west, where active fighting should 
be going on, the party seems to have been 
overtaken by paralysis. In our opinion it is 
beticr that a campaign should be misman- 
aged than not managed at all; and it is cer- 
tainly better to be defeated after a fight than 
to surrender without a struggle. 

There has never been a time when a _ vig- 
orous and an aggressive democratic campaign 


on 


would be more to the purpose than now. 
The people are very much alive, at this 
juncture, to the iniquities of the McKinley 
tariff law; they are feeling its effects on 
every hand, and all that js needed to confirm 
them in their opposition thereto isa sign 
that the democratic party is onthe war-path. 

The temper of the people—the danger of 
the situation—has only served to infuse new 
life into the republican party. The organi- 
gation is not only united and harmonious, 
but it is pushing its campaign with a vigor 
that has rarely been surpassed. It is flood- 
ing the country with campaign literature in 
convenient shape, and its speakers are 
swarming wherever effective work is to be 
done. 

It may be that the democratic leaders— 
those who are supposéd to be in charge of 
the campaign forces of the party-—will claim 
that they have organized a “‘still-hunt.’’ 
‘The same claim was made in regard to Mr. 
Reed's district, and the disastrous results 
“are familiar to all. With all the argu- 
ments and all the issues pointing to demo- 
cratic success, there is no need for a still- 
hunt. The campaignin all the congress- 
jonal districts of the north where there is a 
fighting chance ought to be most vigorous 
and aggressive. 

‘‘it is not encouraging,’’ says The New 
York World, ‘‘to learn that the democratic 
congressional committee is not meeting the 
demands of the people for tariff literature 
and tariff speeches. To continue in such 
a course would be as serious a mistake as 
was that famous “‘still-hunt’’ in Mr. Reed’s 
district. Now, as then, it is true that if the 
republicans are permitted to do the educa- 
ting they will be very likely to do the 
voting.”’ 

The democratic managers must wakeup. 


The New England of Today. - 

It is frequently said that in these days 
almost anybody can be found in the land of 
the pilgrim, except the pilgrim. 

There is more truth in this statement 
than the average New Englander is willing 
toadmit. <A generation ago the northwest- 
ern states were dominated by a native Amer- 
ican population. The traditions, institu- 
tions and customs of former times flourished 
in their original vigor. ut all this is 
changed. The toilers who made that bleak 
corner of the republic productive and pow- 
erful have disappeared, and in their places 
are found swarms of French Canadians 
and Irishmen. These new elements haye 
changed the politics, the society and even 
the religion of the towns and cities. Some 
cities are almost entirely French, and others 
are alinost entirely Irish. 

The rural districts are beginning to feel 
the influence of this foreign invasion. In 
many an old farmhouse dating back to the 
revolution, Swedish faces are seen around 
the fireside. Slowly but surely the farms 
are passing into the hands of the newcomers 
from over the sea. | 

Perhaps it is all for the best. The New 
Englanders are not all dead by any means. 
They were never more active than at the 
present time. They are scattered all along 
the great Peidmont region. They are build- 
ing towns in every southern state, from the 
Potomac to the Rio Grande. They have 
their colonies on the western prairies and on 
the Pacific coast. True to their pioneer 
instinct and their migratory bias, they have 
abandoned their worn-out lands and trans- 
ferred themselves to new fields of enterprise 
fn the south and west. 

New England loses by this shifting of 
population, but other sections gain. The 
prediction has been made that, as the south 
contains the largest percentage of our 
mative American population, the New Eng- 
Janders will gradually drift in this direction, 
leaving the north and west to the foreign 
element. There is something in this view. 
To the New Englanders such a change 
of base means more. pleasant conditions, 
broader ideals and golden opportunities in 
the most favored land under the sun, To 
the south it means new enterprise, new 
capital and an era of tremendous industrial 
activity. 

There is nothing to menace the people of 
either section in this re-distribution of pop- 
niation. The decendants of the pilgrims 
are simply; rectifying the mistake their an- 
cestors made in not settling in the south 
more than two centuries ago. They have 
been a long time in looking after their inter- 
ests, but it is better Jate than never, 


Denouncing the Tariff Bill. 

A rumber of sorthern newspapers are 
greatly excited over the fact that ex-Presj- 
dent Hayes has denounced the McKinley 
bill. But there is really no cause for excite- 
ment or surprise.

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in denouncing the tariff bjll had had the 
courage of their convictions eariler in the 
season, it would never have passed into a 
law. But they sanctioned it with their 
silence, if not their votes. . 

Still, some importance must be given their 
utterances now, as showing the drift of 
national sentiment in regard to this bill. 
When republicans, with the practical evi- 
dence of its evils before them, declare that 
it is runious to our best interests and, as in 
the case of ex-President Hayes, ‘‘annihilat- 
ing to the republican party; the most 
terrible blow which has been struck at that 
party during its existence,’’ their outspoken 
sentiments encourage the hope that future 
attempts at such runfous legislation will be 
defeated. 

But where the bill is denounced-in repub- 
lican election districts, the people have the 
remedy in thelrown hands. The author of 
this bill and the men who endorsed it in con- 
gress will come before them and ask for 
their endorsement. .The people can repu- 


diate them “At the ballot, and thus guard) 


against all future legislation which enriches 
the rich and makes the poor poorer. 

If they mean business, we repeat that the 
remedy is in their own hands,

Local Government in America. 

Professor John Fiske has written for 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. a short text book 
on civil government in the United States, 
and it is now issued from the press in a neat 
cloth cover, 

There is so much ground covered that the 
professor must have gone over @ vast amount 
of material to produce this book. It is 
merely an epitome, but as such, is the most 
perfect that has come under our observation. 
Going over the ground in such concise fash- 
ion that a schoolboy could hardly weary of 
the small detail on any single subject, it yet 
contains enough to trace the origin of the 
most important institutions of our govern- 
ment, treating each historically as well as 
considering it as an accomplished fact. The 
evolution of the government, in a word, is 
the subject of the book. 

The method is different from that usually 
pursued, and instead of taking the country 
from the center outward, from the dome of 
the capitol to the county courthouse, he 
begins with the New England township and° 
goes from that tothe county. ‘Then he con- 
siders the colonial governments and their 
transition to state governments. The ‘con- 
tinental congress is then followed into the 
federal union. 

The book opens with a very simple*but 
clear discussion of taxation, fixing the atten- 
tion by recalling one of Charles Read’s 
stories of the stout resistance of a town 
against a king because of too much taxation. 
He shows how it is easy for a child to under- 
stand a sale in which there is a quid pro quo, 
but very difficult for him to undestand the 
question of taxation where the child’s mind 
cannot immediately see the value received. 
This value is clearly pointed out, and a case 
showing an exercise of the power of eminent 
domain is used to show that the state never 
yet entirely surrendered the control of pri- 
vate property. 

There is one important point made by 
Professor Fiske in which many will differ 
with him. He sets up the township govern- 
ment as a mode! primary unit, preferring it 
to the county government, because it is 
direct instead of indirect, a pure democracy 
in which all the people take part, instead of 
a representative democracy in which only 
chosen servants of the people perform the 
functions of government. 

If there could be such a thing as a pure 
democracy on any large or permanent scale, 
Professor Fiske’s point would be well taken, 
but as there cannot be such a thing, the sys- 
tem he extolls will in time amount to noth- 
ing more than an organization of militia 
districts under a form of government impos- 
sible to administer well after the township 
has progressed beyond itsinfancy. It is this 
very government by public meetings which 
has given rise in Georgia to the term, 
‘‘courthouse rings,’’ and in South Carolina 
to the cyclonic farmers’ movement which 
Mr, Tillman, its head, calls an uprising of 
the people for local self-government. In 
Georgia and South Carolina for years the 
democratic party was in supreme control of 
the state government, and control of the 
party machinery meant control of the state 
gevernment. In Georgia it was customary 
for nominations to be made by mass meet- 
ings, whose working must have been very 
similar to that of an overgrown township 
meeting, where but a small number of the 
adult males could get ‘into the meeting or 
obtain hearing there. It was a physical im- 
possibility for all the people to get together. 
The result was that intelligent and adroit 
men,\accustomed to appear before public 
meetings, and familiar with the tactics by 
which they are most effectively controlled, 
were able to obtain an ascendancy which 
less experienced but equally deserving men 
were unequal to dispute. 

This of itself would not have been so very 
bad, for it was a contest of intelligence in 
which those best equipped for control got it; 
but it led to ali sorts of abuses like the pack- 
ing of meetings, and other abuses of equal 
gravity. In South Carolina there wasa 
club system in the counties, and it often 
happened that the people knew very little of 
the machinery in motion to elect a governor 
till they heard the result announced by the 
convention at Columbia. Township govern- 
ment is only fit for a very small community, 
where every man can appear in meeting and 
have a yoice in the proceedings. Itisa 
government fit only for a community in its 
swaddling clothes, and arose out of the cus- 
tom of Puritan congregations where the 
church constituted the community, and all 
could get under one roof when necessary. 

The southern county system,.which Pro- 
fessor Fiske thinks is destined to. give way 
to the township idea, has devised a more 
excellent way to obtain the voice of the 
people, and everywhere now in Georgia it is 
the custom to settle important questions, 
like the issue of bonds or the ratification of 
sumptuary laws, by a vote of thd people, in 
which every individual has a chance in the 
quiet of his own precinct to give an un- 
biased opinion on the public issue: 

Thus is a fuller and fairer expression of 
public sentiment obtained than ever could 
be had in a town meeting. Neither is there 
lack of discussion, for on all important meas- 
ures speeches are fffade in every part of the 
city or country, thus carrying the educational 
feature home to the people instead of putting 
it in a-single hall, where but few could be 
present. Thus by the county system we 
decide all important questions, and the rou- 
tine work may be better and more safely 
left to a small executive board like that of :

leisure and the patience to consider public 
business in such detail as would be impossi- 
ble in a town meeting. : 
There are evident reasons why a townshi 

government in a small way is more possible 
among a homogeneous population like that 
of the New England Puritans, among whom 
it grew up, than among people of diverse 
nationality, with strong prejudices and bitter 
antaconisms. It may well be doubted 
whether the township government will long 
survive in those parts of New England where 
the French-Canadian is encroaching on the 
Puritan population. The antagonisms sure 
to spring up, on the school question. and 
other matters of public policy, would lead to 
such tyranny by the majority as would make 
a town meeting a political bedlam, in which 
friction would make bitterness malignant. 
In looking at democratic institutions, we 
have to consider carefully whether we do not 
often part with the substance in order to 
preserve the form of democracy, enabling 
politicians to cry with mock piety, *‘vox 
populi vox dei!l’’? when in truth they are de- 
feating the will of the people. 


It Cuts Both Ways. 

The Boston Advertiser, referring to 
European threats of reprisal and retaliation 
for the loss ef American markets, is rather 
inclined to flout the idea. In Germany there 
is a proposition to form a European com- 
mercial union for the purpose of punishing 
the United States for enacting the McKinley 
tariff law. The Advertiser, however, re- 
marks that such aunion would have no 
effect for the reason that the chief exports 
of the United States to Europe are not man- 
ufactured articles, but products of the soil. 
This humiliating confession is made with an 
air of pride that is little short of cute. 

The fact that the Europeans are com- 
plaining merely because they have lost a 
limited market ought to be a lesson in kick- 
ing to our own people, who will be compelled 
to bear not only the losses of the European 
manufacturers, but the increased profits of 
the American monopolies, What the Euro- 
peans lose is not a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with the losses: of the farmers and 
wage-earners who have to pay the tariff 
taxes. 

There is another fact that the Boston Ad- 
vertiser fails to take into consideration— 
namely, that the McKinley law is inthe 
nature of a blockade, more effective in its 
operations and results than that which the 
United States invested the ports of the con- 
federacy. Itisamuch more effective em- 
bargo, because it applies to the ports of the 
whole country. Our Boston contemporary 
thinks that European retaliation would be 
foolish, because it would have to be aimed 
at our breadstuff products and our cotton 
crop. 

We have no idea that there will be any ac- 
tive retaliation, such as the newspapers are 
trying to describe, but there can be no doubt 
that the McKinley law will bea great stimu- 
lus to the increased production of cotton and 
wheat in India and parts of Asia. It is 
inevitable that this should be the case, for 
itis not human nature that people should 
buy cheerfully the products of a country 
where there isan embargo on their own pro- 
ducts. 

In other words, the infamous McKinley 
law is not only an attack on the pockets of 
our people, but itis a blow aimed at our 
agricultural industries,

Railway Highwaymen. 

The capture and killing of Rube Burrows 
will not put an end to the business of train 
robbing. In fact, the declaration of that 
famous outlaw that it is as easy toroba 
train as it is to rob a hen roost is calculated 
to give quite an impetus to the industry. 

Within the past few days there has been a 
bold train robbery in Missouri and some 
small work in that line in Maryland. So 
far from being frightened by the fate of 
Burrows, there are scores of reckless despe- 
radoes in this country who will read the 
story of his career, and at once become in- 
flamed with the ambition to equal or surpass 
him, It was soin the days of Duval and 
Turpin. Young men read their biographies, 
and started out as highwaymen. 

People who take a calm and reasonable 
view of the matter cannot understand this 
business of train robbing. They are under 
the impression that on every passenger 
train in the west and southwest there are a 
few men who are armed, and who are as 
brave as the robbers themselves. But the 
trouble is that the passengers are always 
taken by surprise in a lonely place at night. 
They wake up to find pistols pointed at their 
heads. They do not know the strength of 
the attacking party, and a panic ensues. In 
five minutes the bandits have finished their 
work and are out of sight, 

If the evil grows much worse in some 
localities armed guards will doubtless be 
placed on every train. The railway compa- 
nies will not mind the extra expense for a 
few years if it will insure the safe transit of 
travelers and money packages. 

Clearly it must come to this if the robbers 
go on with their work. It is a settled fact 
that the passengers will not protect them- 
selves, and the working force on the tfains 
generally get disabled early in the fray. 
The only protection that can be depended 
upon must come from an organized posse of 
train guards. 


Electric Dangers. 

So little is definitely known of the poten- 
tialities and perils of electricity that the 
safest plan for people who have no business 
with it is to let it alone. : 

Every day men touch electric light poles, 
and suffer no injury, but occasionally the 
result is a paralyzing surprise. The other 
day a gentleman in New Orleans placed his 
hand on an electric light pole, and was 
thrown with terrific violence to the sidewalk. 
The explanation given by the experts was 
that in damp weather the poles often serve 
as conduits for the electric current, and the 
contact of a person with them is liable to 
prove disasterous or fatal. 

The thing to do is to steer clear of hang- 
ing wires and poles on the streets, The 
average pedestrian should learn to go about 
his business without stopping to monkey 
with everything in sight. People will es- 
cape many dangers by minding their own 
business and exercising a reasonable degree 
of prudence.

The Parisian police system is perhaps the 
most perfect and comprehensive outside of 
despotic Russia. Before you have been in 
Paris twenty-four hours you receive a blank 
from the police department and you are ex- 
pected to write on it your name, address, 
height, description of person and business. 

As an instance of the perfection of the sys- 
tem it is related that a gentleman who carried 
several thousand dollars in his wallet stopped 
at a flower stand and ~»bought a 
bouquet from the - girl in attendance. 
He walked some distance further and 
discovered that his money was gone. He no- 
tified the nearest police station where he gave 
a description of the girl and her place of busi- 
ness. A message was sent by pneumatic tube 
to the police station nearest the flower stall 
and it was found that the girl was gone. The 
police knew her lover and went to his place 
of residence. Therethey found both the man 
and the girl preparing for flight. The wallet 
and the money were recovered in thirty min- 
utes after the loss was discovered. 


On next Tuesday the iron and steel workers of 
England, Germany and France, who are now in 
this country for the purpose of seeing its re- 
sources, willarrive in Chattanooga.

TELEGRAPHY AND WAR. 


SUPERINTENDENT MERIWETHER 
sf TELLS OF THOSE DAYS. 


¥Me Has Come to Make Atlanta His Home— 
His Headquarters Hére—An Impor- 
tant Change for Atlanta. 


Headquarters Fourth District W. U, T.-- 
- Charles G. Meriwether, superintendent. 
That is the legend which will appear on the 
door leading to spacious offices over Wylie & 
- * Barclay’s, on Alabama street. 
- Mr. Meriwether and the members of his 
~ family arrived in Atlanta last night to make 
this city their iome. The superintendent of 
the fourth district of the Western Union is 
Well known here in Atlanta, where his  busi- 
ness has frequently brought him during the 
past twenty-five years, and all who know him 
Will be glad that the district headquarters is to 
be here in the future. 

Mobile has been the headquarters, and Mr. 
Meriwether, the superintendent of the tele- 
graph comparties operating lines inthe south 
since November 1, 1864. On that date he was 
sent by the Southern Telegraph Company and 
the confederate government to assnme the 
duties which he has since so acceptably filled. 
His remembrances of his official connection 
with the Southern Telegraph Company, with 
the confederate government, with the United 
States government, with the American Tele- 
graph Company and with the Western Union 
company, are most interesting, and show that 
faithful and intelligent performance of duties 
is carefully noted and appreciated. 

SOME WAR HISTORY. 

“Barly in 1861, when the civil war was ir- 
retrievably apparent,’’ said Mr. Meriwethor 
in‘ recent talk, ‘the American Telegraph 
Company-—-the corporation which then owned 
ali the lines of telegraphic communication in 
the south, except some isolated independent 
lines similar to the Fort Morgan line here-— 
sent for Mir. Morris, of Virginia, to come on to 
Washington. 
can company’s southern manager, and at t! 
time was the owner of one of these small @@ 
lated plants in Virginia. Doctor Morris waa 
on to Washington, and the lines of the Anté€ 
can Telegraph Company were transferred % 
him, as president of the Southern Telegraplr 
Company, which was the name of his inde- 
pendent Virginia line. 

“Of course in the south the confederate gov- 
ernment was during the war the main—lI 
might say the sole—customer of the Southern 
Telegraph Company. The Southern Tele- 
graph Company did not make any money 
during the war, and the necessities of the gov- 
ernment demanded increased service and new 
lines. An arrangement was made whereby 
the Southern company was to operate the Jines 


that the covernment should build, and during | 


the war the area of telegraph service in the 
south was materially extended. I was em- 
ployed by the government in 1862, 1863 and 
1864 in the construction of these new lines and 
the repair of the old ones. The wire and in- 
Sulators were all imported in blockade runners. 
The wire was manufactured in Birmingham, 
England, and the insulator glass was Freneh 
made. The import point was generally WiI- 
mington, N.C., though some cargoes caine 
through by way of Charleston and Mobile.’’ 
WHEN THE WAR ENDED. 

Of the events following immediately after 
the close of the war, Mr. Meriwether said: 

“In the fall of 1864 I was made superintend,, 
ént cf the-southwestern system of the South- 
ern Telegraph Conipany, and special superin- 
tendent of the telegraph service of the confed- 
erate siates government, and ordered to e&tab- 
lish my headquarters at Mobile. And I have 
beén there ever since, with the hiatus of about 
six weeks only, following the fall of Spanish 
Fort and the occupation of Mobile by the fed- 
- Oral troops. 

“T went to Atlanta, and was ordered to call 
on Géneral Wilson as soon as the union troops 
took possession of Atlanta. General Wilson 
sent me back to Mobile to assume the manage- 
ment of my office there, for the government, 
the military authorities taking possession ofall 
the telegraph offices witlrin their lines, which 
soon included all the lines in tho south. 

.*“*Pretty soon, within six months, say, tho 
American Telegraph Company began a move- 
ment for the recovery of its property, and it 
caine to pass that its showing of title convinced 
the government that it was the reali owner of 
the Southern Telegraph Company’s franchises. 
Its own property was transferred to it, and it 
acquired, by purchase from the United States 
government, the extensions built during the 
war for military purposes by the confederate 
government. 

HE STOOD BY THE BOYS. 

“T wrote about this time to the general 
manager of the American company as to my 
status, which I regarded as a little precarious, 
and when the transfer was announced I was 
retained by the American ‘company as man- 
ager, with headquarters at Mobile. 

‘I desire to pay this tribute to General 
Marshal! Lefferts, who was, at the closo of the 
war, chief engineer of the American Telegraph 
Company. and was also military ‘superin- 
tendent of the telegraph lines in the 
south. When the war ended _ there 
were hundreds of gray back tele- 
graphers who were in the military service 
on the southern side. Thosein the field who 
surrendered were made to know that at the 
first office they applied to for work they would 
be given akey, orsent to some other station 
where there wasa vacancy. Those in prison 
atthe north were given places in the north 
and sent south to their homes as fast asa 
vacancy offered. You cannot find one of the 
old boys of that day without a tender spot in 
his heart for the manly and generous help 

iven the telegraph operators who chose the 
iodine side for their cause by one of the most 
magnanimous and most delicately generous of 
the victors.”’

How Diawonds are Cut. 


‘‘There aro three processes necessary to be 
gone through with between the rough stone 
and the diamond as you see it here,”* replied a 
jeweler. ‘‘First, a piece of stone the required 
size must be cut off. Todo this we use a cir- 
cularsaw made of sheet iron and withou teeth. 
It is worked like a woodworker’s saw, and two 
stand at the treadie. Ono ian holds the stone 
to be cut tightly against the edge of the saw, 
while the other, using a small leather dipped 
in oil, applies diamond dust to the edge of the 
saw. The saw is made of very ductile metal, 
and the particles of diamond dust becoming 
firmly set in it, s00n wears through the hardest 
stone. Now the piece of diamond passes to 
the cutting table, upon which is strapped a 
wheel running parallel to the top of the table. 
The stone is fastened by cement to the end of 
a stick six inches long. The lapidary takes 
the stick in his right hand and holds the stone 
firmly against the wheel until one facet is 
ground down. Diamond dust and water are 
constantly applied to the wheel. The table 
and upper facets of the stone are cut this way 
and the stone is then removed from and read- 
justed to the stick before the lapidary cuts the 
under sides, callets and remaining facets. The 
stone is inanipuleated the same in the third or 
polishing process as in the cutting process. 
The whee!, however, is composed mainly of 
tin, and tripoli, and rotten stone are used in 
the polishing process.”’

Chairman Walter Brown created a ripple on 
the monotony by hinging a question of party 
policy on the vote of Postmaster Lewis. 

Everybody knows that Colonel Lewis isin 
no-sense a democrat, Far from it. 

‘‘And yet,’’ said Mr. Brownin the meeting 
yesterday—and so Colonel Lewis says, “he 
voted in the democratic primary yesterday in 
the sixth ward.’’

NEW YORK. October 15.—The stock market 
today was again moderately active, but showed 
marked contrast in its tone to that of yesterday, 
being strong throughout the forenoon and the 
latter portion of the afternoon, and leaving prices 
materially bigher all along the line, a though 
heavy losses in some of the leading stocks yester- 
day were not madeup.
